AS THE voters of Northamptonshire go to the polls to¬ 
day, the candidates in the General Election are sweating 
like never before. 

Across the county, virtually all Northamptonshire’s seven Parlia¬ 
mentary seats will see close fights between a mixture of candidates 
fighting for the three main parties, a clutch of smaller parties and a 
wide range of independents. 

In many areas it could literally go any way, with some major upsets 
expected when the results come through tomorrow morning. 

The television debates between the three potential Prime Ministers 
have created a national buzz, but in Northamptonshire, more than 50 
candidates are fighting for election and the race in many areas is still 
very close. 

So, as people go out to vote today, they do so in the full knowledge 
that now, more than ever, their voice will count. 


County 
Hall set 
to invest 
in circuit 

TAXPAYERS in Northamptonshire 
will help fund Silverstone Circuit to 
the tune of £1.2m over the next four 
years. 

Northamptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil is next week expected to agree an 
annual £300,000 funding deal for the 
circuit over the next four years, over 
and above the £10m loan which the 
authority agreed to invest in the mo- 
torsport facility at the end of 2009. 

In a report before Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing of the council’s cabinet, cor¬ 
porate director for environment 
growth and commissioning, Tony 
Ciaburro, said the investment would 
help towards the future develop¬ 
ment of the circuit and the creation 
of new jobs. 

He said: “The role of the county 
council investment will be to sup¬ 
port the technical work needed to 
deliver the future jobs potential. 

“Investment will be particularly 
focused on realising early wins in 
terms of creating new jobs, address¬ 
ing infrastructure issues and pro¬ 
moting road safety.” 

He said the short-term expansion 
plans could create 3,000 new jobs at 
Silverstone and a further 2,000 in 
the wider region. 

The authority is also in the final 
stages of approving the multi-mil- 
lion pound loan for the circuit’s op¬ 
erators, Silverstone Estates Ltd. The 
report states the five-year loan is 
“sound in terms of the proposed rate 
of return to be achieved, which is 
favourable in comparison to returns 
attainable in the current financial 
markets”.

VILLAGERS have urged plan¬ 
ners to take a look at the kind of 
May Day celebrations that could 
end forever if a dual carriageway 
scheme goes ahead in Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

Residents of Quinton, five miles south¬ 
east of Northampton, used this week’s 
Bank Holiday to celebrate the impending 
spring with traditional maypole dancing 
and the crowning of their May Queen. 

But a gloomy shadow was cast over the 
event by the knowledge that, as things 
stand, their May Days are numbered be¬ 
cause of plans by the Joint Planning Unit 
(JPU) to authorise the building of a road 
right through the site where the festivi¬ 
ties have been held going back 102 years. 

Organiser Helen Padbury said: “Plans 
show it goes straight through grade 
one farmland and right over the village 
green. 

“My 300-year-old 
listed cottage is in 
its path but I’ve been 
told it would simply 
be compulsorily pur¬ 
chased. The JPU said 
it is for the good of 
the country and there 
will be some winners 
and losers. 

“But the whole vil¬ 
lage will lose out if 
this celebration van¬ 
ishes. 

“It’s not just the 
tradition but the com¬ 
munity spirit that 
comes from everyone 
pulling together to 
organise and contrib¬ 


ute to the event. 

“It’s a completely uncommercial thing 
which some people here today have been 
taking part in for years. 

“We are a two-street village who see 
this as a really important part of our 
lives.” 

The proposed new dual-carriageway 
would link the Ml with the A45 as part 
of plans to provide the infrastructure for 
about 18,000 homes in the area over the 
next 20 years. 

Peter D’Amery, Quinton resident and 
the village crier, said: “A lot of people are 
of the opinion that a few hundred houses 
here wouldn’t do a lot of harm. But 18,000 
of them is complete overkill. 

“For people who moved here, May Day 
is what village life is all about. They now 
find out it will soon, in effect, be a town 
and this will all end.” 

The villagers are hoping that the 
strength of protest about 
the homes plans can still in¬ 
fluence the final decisions 
on where to place them. 

Quinton residents led 
protests when villagers 
from across the county de¬ 
scended on Northampton to 
march on the JPU offices in 
Bedford Road last Septem¬ 
ber. 

Although many accept 
that new houses need to be 
built, they are urging the 
JPU to look at other options 
such as brownfield land 
first. 

The JPU’s plans suggest 
the homes could be built be¬ 
tween Grange Park, Woot- 
ton and Little Houghton.

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Siege suspect is still being quizzed 



The seige closed Derngate for most of Monday as 
armed officers were called in 


AN ARMED man who 
caused a seven-hour 
stand-off with firearms 
officers was taken into 
custody for question¬ 
ing after being arrested 
during the siege. 

The alleged gunman, 
who has been named as 42- 
year-old James Sneddon, re¬ 
mained under police super¬ 
vision throughout the day on 
Tuesday and was questioned 
about an apparent shoot¬ 
ing in Bedford Mansions in 
Derngate. As the Mercury 
went to press, no charges had 
been made but he was facing 
possible firearms charges 
after the incident, which 
closed Derngate for most of 


Monday. 

A spokeswoman from 
Servite Houses, which man¬ 
ages Bedford Mansions, said 
the firm was looking into 
what action would be taken 
against the resident. 

She said: “We are current¬ 
ly waiting for formal identifi¬ 
cation from the police. 

“Once we receive this we 
will be taking the relevant 
course of action. The safety 
of our residents is extremely 
important to us.” 

Witness Richard Perry, 
who was in the ground floor 
flat directly opposite the al¬ 
leged gunman when shots 
were fired, was also continu¬ 
ing to help police with their 
investigation yesterday. 


He said: “I just hope this 
wakes up the housing asso¬ 
ciation because the building 
isn’t safe any more. 

“People are constantly 
kicking the doors in and 
breaking windows, and 
much worse. 

“Everyone has been talk¬ 
ing about the shooting and it 
did cause a lot of drama.” 

He appealed for Servite 
to install CCTV cameras 
throughout the building to 
stop people from breaking 
the lock and intercom sys¬ 
tem and to deter unwanted 
visitors from getting into the 
flats. 

Servite Houses is due to 
carry out an inspection of the 
building next week.

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Solution 
to puzzle 
of safety

their friend, Sophie Bywaters, who was killed crossing the A45 in Wootton in October last year 


A SPECIALLY designed Rubik's 
Cube-style puzzle is to be handed 
out to teenagers in Northamp¬ 
ton to help promote road safety 
among young people. 

A group of youngsters from the Roade 
Youth Cafe designed the 3D puzzle 
following the tragic death of 13-year-old 
Sophie Bywaters in October last year. 

Sophie, who was fatally injured as she 
tried to cross the A45 near Wootton, was 
friends with many of the teenagers be¬ 
hind the project, which has been funded 
by Northamptonsire County Council. 

Over a four-month period, the group 
researched road safety issues, handed 
out questionnaires and carried out 
photography ses¬ 
sions. 

Jenny Evans, 
who helps run the 
cafe, said: “We were 
lucky enough to re¬ 
ceive some funding 
from Northampton¬ 
shire County Coun¬ 
cil and around about 
the same time we 
received the fund¬ 
ing was sadly when 
Sophie was killed on 
the A45. 

“Some of the girls 
who were involved in 
the project went to school 
with Sophie and they de¬ 



cided they wanted to use the 3D puzzle to 
get out a message to teenagers in terms 
of road safety.” 

Jenny said the aim was to target teen¬ 
agers from local secondary schools and 
reinforce the potential dangers of local 
roads to them. 

She said: “What they want to do is use 
the puzzle to go into schools and do a 
short presentation about road safety and 
about why they are involved with this 
project. It is a real 3D puzzle with each 
side is a different colour and has a differ¬ 
ent message on it. 

“It is particularly for those teenagers 
who have gone through primary schools 
and through road safety lessons and 
maybe the messages on the 
puzzle can act as a general 
reminder to them.” 
Georgia Jeffery, 
aged 14, said: 
“We were given 
an amazing op¬ 
portunity to de¬ 
sign a puzzle to 
highlight an issue 
that we felt affect¬ 
ed us and might 
affect other people 
our age, with the 
idea that it would 
get distributed 
into local schools 
and other organisa¬ 
tions across North¬ 
amptonshire.”

A FOOTBALL match played by 
more than 70 people has helped 
raise cash in memory of a popular 
fan who died from cancer. 

So many people wanted to play in the 
memorial match for father-of-two Gary 
Barton, at Daventry Town Football Club 
on Monday, that his widow Julia and 
schoolfriend Terry O’Neill gave in and let 
them all play. 

The game had to be divided into four 
quarters with changes happening every 
22-and-a-half minutes. 

Mrs Barton said: “I was overwhelmed 
by the response. 

“There were so many people who want¬ 
ed to remember Gary that I thought why 
not let them all do it?” 

The game was to raise money for both 
the Cawthorne Ward at Danetre Hospital, 
in Daventry, where he was treated, and 
for Talbot Butler cancer ward at North¬ 
ampton General Hospital, where Gary 
was cared for in his last weeks. 

About £1,100 of the proceeds of the Gary 
Barton Memorial Trust have already 
been given to Cawthorne Ward and an¬ 
other £1,200 to Talbot Butler Ward. 

Gary was a huge Chelsea FC fan and 
season ticket holder and the game was 
contested between fellow Blues’ fans on 
one side and supporters of other teams on 
the opposing team. 

Mr O’Neill said: “The day was all about 
remembering Gary. I knew him from the 
age of 14 when I moved into the house next 
door and we always talked about football 
so this is quite fitting. 

“It’s funny though that he was one of 
those who hated it when Sven Goran- 
Eriksson used to make all those substi¬ 
tutions during England friendlies. I bet 
Gary’s having a chuckle about this one.” 

Gary, aged 45, from Daventry, passed 
away at Danetre Hospital in January this 
year after an 11-month battle with can¬ 
cer. 

He also spent time at Northampton 
General Hospital during his illness. 

Mrs Barton, aged 45, said: “Staff at both 
of the hospitals treated him so well that 
we thought it would be good to raise mon¬ 
ey so other people can get the same level 
of care he had. It’s not until you need 
them that you realise how fantastic these 
nurses and doctors can be.”

Deal plan for 
link’s ‘victims’ 


PLANS are being drawn 
up in Westminster to 
prepare to compensate 
homeowners and busi¬ 
nesses who would be 
affected by the creation 
of a new high-speed 
rail link through North¬ 
amptonshire. 

The Labour Government 
announced earlier this year 
that it would press ahead, in 
principle, with a new link 
that could see 250mph trains 
going through the south of 
the county en route between 
London and Birmingham. 

In a report before North¬ 
amptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil next week, the authority 
is being asked to agree to the 
introduction of a so-called 
Extreme Hardship Scheme 
to compensate people whose 
homes and livelihoods would 
be hit by the project. 

In the report by corporate 
director for environment, 
growth and commissioning, 
Tony Ciaburro, the council 
sets out its position. 

In its submission to the 
project directors High Speed 
Two Ltd, it states: “The 
council believes the scheme 
should also apply to com-

tentially giving rise to such 
need: The closure of the busi¬ 
ness or community asset, ex¬ 
treme financial pressure and 
the need to move to larger 
premises”. 

The high speed link could 
be up and running by 2026 
with further plans to extend 


mercial properties and com¬ 
munity assets. 

“The following circum¬ 
stances are proposed as po- 


it to cities such as Manches¬ 
ter and Leeds. 

Although one high speed 
link does exist in the UK 
- between St Pancras and the 
Channel Tunnel - similar 
schemes have been operat¬ 
ing in Japan since 1964 and 
in France since 1981. 

The proposed route will 
clip the southern part of the 
county, from just south of 
Brackley through to Tur- 
weston and passing close to 
the villages of Greatworth, 
Thorpe Mandeville, Chip¬ 
ping Warden, Aston-le-Walls 
and Lower Boddington be¬ 
fore continuing into War¬ 
wickshire and beyond. 

Several sites have already 
been identified as being ones 
for compulsory purchase 
including Greatworth Park, 
Chipping Warden School 
and Fir Tree Nursery in Bod- 
dington. 

The report cites a number 
of advantages which North¬ 
amptonshire will ben¬ 
efit from as a result of the 
scheme going forward, in¬ 
cluding jobs during the crea¬ 
tion phase, improving rail 
links to the county and the 
removal of some traffic from 
the M40 and Ml motorways.

Theatre’s trio

Larkin tipping Saints for play-off joy 


FORMER Saints coach Paul Lar¬ 
kin believes Jim Mallinder’s team 
are better than the side he helped 
coach to the Guinness Premier¬ 
ship play-offs six years ago. 

Larkin was part of Wayne 
Smith’s coaching team that guid¬ 
ed Saints to the play-offs two sea¬ 
sons in a row in 2003 and 2004, 
which was the last time the club 
reached the semi-final stage. 

Both times they lost to Wasps at 
Adams Park, and though Larkin 
feels home advantage is impor¬ 


tant, he doesn’t think it will be 
a barrier for Mallinder’s young 
side. 

Larkin, who was performance 
analyst under director of rugby 
Smith, said: “I think today’s side 
is better and they have a massive 
opportunity to suceed. 

“The side we had under Wayne 
Smith probably had more inter¬ 
nationals, but the one Jim, Dori¬ 
an (West) and Grays (Paul Gray¬ 
son) have put together is a better 
team. 


“They have been able to har¬ 
ness the exuberance of youth in 
the squad. 

“They have been able to nur¬ 
ture them from humble begin¬ 
nings in National League One and 
it’s been progressive. As a coach 
that is what you want, the team 
to improve each season. 

“You raise the bar each season 
and it is exceptional that Saints 
have achieved that each season. 

“When they won the LV= Cup, 
I think that has satisfied the fans 


this season, but it raised the ex¬ 
pectations of the players and that 
has been harnessed by the man¬ 
agement.” 

Larkin says home advantage 
proved vital when Saints lost to 
57-20 to Wasps in 2004 and 19-10 
in 2003 in the play-off semi-fi¬ 
nals. 

“The pressure is on them to win 
this weekend,” said Larkin.

Sampson is likely to be 
working within a tighter 
financial framework next 
term but confirms he has 
already got ‘a couple’ of play¬ 
ers in mind as far as summer 
signings are concerned. 

“I don’t want to change 
too many players around 
because there’s no guar¬ 
antees that the players 
you are going to bring 
in are any better than 
the ones you’ve got,” he 
said. 

“I’ve seen enough in the 
players that have performed 
for me to know that they 
could be challenging for a 
play-off position. 

“We’ll have a look at it. 
I’ve got my ideas of what 
I want to do and there are 
plenty of players who are out 
of contract who we’d like to 
talk to. 

“It’s early days yet but 
we’ve earmarked a cou¬ 
ple and I’m always having 
agents ringing me up offer¬ 
ing me players here, there 
and everywhere.”
